Code Enforcement helps to maintain and improve the
quality of life of New Castle City residents by
administering an unbiased enforcement program to
correct violations of City zoning, property maintenance
and building codes;

Complaints are handled on a confidential basis; however,
if feedback and/or updates are requested, name, address
and phone number need to be provided with the
complaint.

Simple Steps to help Prevent Fires in
your Basement.

Install a combination smoke/carbon
monoxide detector in the basement. Make
sure the alarm is interconnected with the
smoke detectors throughout the house. If
you already have detectors in the basement test the alarm

on a regular basis, replace the battery once a year, and
clean any dust or dirt that may accumulate in and around
the detector on a monthly basis. Smoke detectors have a
ten year life span and should be replaced as needed.

Do not store any flammable material within three feet of
the furnace, water heater, wood stove etc. Avoid storing
trash, paper, wood, in the basement. Put oily rags in
airtight containers and away from heat sources. If a fire
starts these items may become fuel for a fire.

Maintain your cloths dryer on a regular basis. Clean the
lint filter before and after each load of laundry. Remove
the lint that has collected around the drum, Plug major
appliances directly into
the wall sockets.
Extension cords that are
overloaded might heat
up and create a fire
hazard. Keep stairs free
of clutter to be able to
escape the basement in
case of an emergency.

Tips for Laundry Safety
*Keep the lint trap clean.
*Keep washers and dryers plugged in
properly to avoid a shortage.
*Keep the surrounding area rid of
flammable items.
eNever dry rubber, foam or plastic.
eNever dry clothes that have been in
contact with alcohol or gasoline.
